Four Measures Grouped in
One Bill Welcomed
by Financiers

INCREASE BANK CAPITAL

Chairman Phelan, of House
Committee, Sees Much
Practical Benefit

Washington, March 17. — Several
mensures to incrense the efMclency of the
Federal Reserve bank syetem and to
nanist the national banks were passed
at the mession of Congress which came
to an end last weelk. It wag stated today
by Congressman Michael ¥, Pheland, of
Massachueette, Democrat, chaftman of
the House Banking and Currency Com-
mittes. Mr. Phelan succeeded Carter
CGlass aa chalrman about thres months
fgo when the latter hecame Seeretary
of the Treasury.

Four distinct measurea applylng to
the Federal Reserva syetem were
‘grouped together In one hill and passed
by the Senate nnd House, Mr. Phelan
sald today in reviewing the action taken
by the last Congress with respect to the
banking business,

“The first sectlon of the bill provided
for a different application of tha earns
fngs of the banks which are members
of the reserve systom. It permits turn-
In® a greater part of thelr enrnings into
the murpius of the banks and less over
to tha government in the way of a fran-
chise tax,” sald Chairmen Phelan, “The
purpose of thia was to add to the capital
and surplus of the Federal Reserve
banks, with special reference to the de-
velopment of our forelgn trade, because
forelgn banks look to the amount of
capital and surplus of our banks In
measuring their strength,

On March 12, 3000 persons attempted
to rush n rallrond statlon at Tanta, but
the attnck was met by troops and polles
and was frustrated.  There WwWns Rome
fighting and tweniyv-two casurities nre
reported in a Calre dispateh recelved
here, (Tanta Is an Important town on
tha Nile seventy-five milea nbhove Alex-
andrin and is the capltal of the province
of Gharbiyn.)
